SACRAMENTO, April 21.—A telephone 
ncssagc lo the lice from Folsom, this 
fternoon, sniil that ulxmt 3 o'clock a 
onvict named Jose Garcia made a break 
or liberty from the stale prison. 


He plunged into the American river 
nd started to swim to tho opposite 
lore. 
Before lie bad proceeded far, Iiow- 


vcr, three or four of the guards began 
ring at him with their rifles. Garcia 
•as shot and killed. 
The prisoner had only been at Folsom 
riaon a week. He bad been sent up 
•om Los Angeles to serve eight years 
or an attempt to commit rape. 


Garcia was a desperate man, and has 


Iven the ollicials much trouble ever 
nee his arrest. While in prison at 
joa Angeles he made a vicious assault 
pon the jailer. At -another time he. 
lade his escape from the prison there 
y scaling a wall, but fell on the oppo- 
le and broke a leg, and was easilv 
iptured. 
This afternoon Garcia was employed 
ti -a canal just blow the prison, and 
Dok occasion to step down to the edge 
f the river. A few moments afterward 


was seen to plunge into the rushing 


,ream and disappear beneath 
the 


ater. When he came to the surface he 
'as well put in the stream ami swim- 
ling rapidly for the opposite bank. 
A "dozen "rifles were turned on him 
ml the guard nearest lo him turned bis 
'inchester loose, apparently with good 
'feet, for Garcia immediately dropped- 
eneath the water again, and when next 
•en was a considerable distance below
